Claim 3 1 (new): The system of claim 1 wherein the base station is also connected to 

the public switched telephone network (PSTN). 
Claim 32 (new): The system of claim 1 wherein the base station is connected to the 

Internet and has an IP address. 
Claim 33 (new): The system of claim 1 wherein the base station has means to create 

two way communications between the user and a remote user.

The present amendment addresses all the Examinees objections included in the 
examiner's Office Action dated August 9, 2004.

Therefore, for clarity, all previous Claims were deleted without prejudice and new set of 
Claims were drafted to avoid all Examiners' objections and all above cited references and 
prior art. 
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In the present invention we disclose a system and method that allow users to 
communicate between them via the Internet while using land line and or cellular hand 
held devices. To facilitate such communication we introduced new base stations that 
communicate with the hand held devices in a short range of a few 10 th of meters, and a 
computerized center that provide to the users the IP address of the addressee user. 

In order to illustrate and clarify the scope of the current invention by means of an 
example, a user having a cordless telephone can go to any location in the world where a 
new base station is installed and place a telephone call via the Internet while using his 
home telephone number. This as extending the range of cordless telephone to infinity, 
provided we use the system and method described in this invention. 

In the previous art no such disclosure was made. 

Therefore, it appears that new Claim 20 defines a novel method and system for wireless 
and or cellular and or cordless telephones communication. 

It is submitted, therefore, that new Claim 20 is clearly allowable. 

The new Claims 21 to 33 are all dependent on new Claim 20 and should be allowed.
